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Claims: 

1 . A baby support comprising: 

(a) a wrap member sized to substantially encapsulate the baby, said wrap 
member comprising means for receiving a support pad and positioning said support pad 
so as to support at least the head, neck and upper back of the baby; and 

(b) security means for securing said baby to said wrap member comprising at 
least one security panel attached to said wrap member which releasably secures the baby 
in a preselected position on the wrap member. 

2. The baby support of Claim 1, wherein said security means comprises a 
pluraUty of panels. 

3. The baby support of Claim 2, wherein at least two of the panels comprise 
meahs for releasably attaching said panels together for securing the baby in position on 
the wrap member. 

4. The baby support of Claim 1, wherein the means for receiving a support 
pad comprises a piece of material secured to the wrap member about the periphery of the 
material so as to form a pouch configured to receive the support pad therein, and thereby 
maintain the support pad in a desired position with respect to the wrap member. 

5. The baby support of Claim 1, wherein the means for receiving a support 
pad comprises a cover panel for receiving the support pad. the cover panel releasably 
attached to the wrap member and thereby maintam the support pad in a desired position 
with respect to the wrap member. 

6. The baby support of Claim 1 , wherein the wrap member flirther comprises 
means for releasably securing the wrap member about the baby when the baby is 
encapsulated in the wrap member. 
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7. The baby support of Claim 1 fiirther comprising at least one support pad. 

8. The baby support of claim 7, wherein the support pad is sized to support at 
least the head, neck and upper back regions of the baby. 

9. The baby support of claim 8, wherein the support pad is sized to support at 
least the head, neck and torso regions of the baby. 
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10. The baby support of claim 8, wherein the support pad is wider ; 
portion positioned und?r the baby's shoulder region and narrower across a portion • 
positioned under the baby's torso region. 

11. The baby support of claim 7, wherein the support pad is sufficiently 
resilient so as to generally conform to the adjacent contour of the baby when the wrap 
member is secured around the baby, 

12. The baby support of Claim 1 1, wherein the resilient support pad is 
constructed from foam material.
